dimensions more in keeping with our 
expectations, How the little foet pattered, 
how the little tonguog chattered, how the 
little hearts beat to the bright. begiuuing if 
‘Christmas Day. ; 

And for those who, ignorant of the tradi- 
tion of Santa Claus, had-Sung no stocking, 
they had but to turn ‘to the window.

My firm has within 
tho last few years laid dewn in now Chinese 
houses some hundreds of cnat iron traps, 
and I will undertake to prove that nearly 
all the gratings are broken, and the bottom 
of the traps knocked oat, Tho custom 
boing to niake the hauso drains take refuse 
of every description, such as vegetable 
matter, fruit akins, dre., the traps at once 
become choked and the blamo in laid on 
them, Quite recently I diseovered in a 
firat class Chineso house, the cast iron trap 
laid down by my firm ubout four months 
before had been remuved, and a grating 
of exactly similar pattern on top, but with 
a plain connection to the sewer, had been 
substituted, tho trap having no doubt cause- 
ed trouble and incunvenience, 

From the above remarks, and my expe- 
rience gonerally, which would be borne out 
by any person intorestod iv and uainted 
with Chinose property, it is plain that any 
house drain and connection must be of the!
